"To get control of the national as­ 
sociation. a financial or political pow­ 
er must control eight of the 15 dis­ 
tricts," he said.

New York and New England, for ex­ 
ample, where there are three dis­ 
tricts. would have to go to the rest 
of the country and get control of five 
more. 
By our last amendment we 
have absolutely prevented the possi­ 
bility of any financial interest own­ 
ing a chain of banks gaining con­ 
trol. for we have 
stipulated 
that, 
where any individual, corporation or 
other organization owns the capital 
stock of two or more hanks, these 
banks shall not vote as separate units, 
but as one bank. 
“ There is a still further safeguard 
the powers of the reserve associa­ 
tion are closely limited, so much that 
if a financial or political power did 
get control, it would do it no good. 
The government and 
the 
member 
banks are the only depositors; no in­ 
dividual or corporation may deposit, 
or obtain loans form it. 
So in no 
sense is it a central bank. 
It is just 
w hat its name says, an association.
